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Fog  Crash 
Fatal  to  13 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  Aug.  25 
(/P). — Thirteen  persons  were 
reported  killed  In  a collision 
of  a freighter  and  a hospital 
ship,  with  approximately  500 
aboard,  in  dense  fog  off  the 
Golden  Gate  late  today.

Ma«on  said  elf ht  dead  were  broufbt 
in  there  from  Uie  dark  watera  where 
the  hoapttal  ship  Belevolence  sank 
He  said  five  oUier  bodies  were  a' 

I Port  Point,  Just  Inside  the  Golden 
. Gate  near  the  Presidio  of  8an  FTan 
cisco.  One  of  the  dead  was  a woman 

The  Benevolence  was  rammed 
amidships  late  this  afternoon  by 
tlie  freighter  Mary  Luckenbarh. 
whlcl)  suyed  afloat  with  a smashed 
bow. 

ON  KIIAKrnOWN  RCN 
I Tlie  hospital  ship.  In  addition  to 
; her  clylltan  crew  and  medical  per- 
sonnel, apparently  carried  a large 
number  g>f  persons  who  were  along 
for  tbs  cruise.  Offlclslly,  the  Bene- 
volence was  on  a shakedown  run 
before  going  on  duty  In  the  Korean 
war  aone. 

Tlie  navy  estimated  there  were 
MS  aboard  the  huepllal  ahip.  hun- 
dreds more  than  were  believed  on 
the  cruise  when  the  Benevolence 
sent  out  her  608. 

At  Port  Mason  and  Port  Point, 
where  survivors  were  being  brought 
ashore.  It  was  figured  that  around 
479  had  been  accounted  for. 

This  Included  M rescued  by  the 
freighter  Mary  Luckenbach,  which 
was  reported  to  hare  crashed  into 
the  Btoevolencs  amldabtps.  eeoding 
her  down  to  U minutes.  She  may 
I have  remained  awash,  or  just  but- 
I faced  briefly  thereafter,  but  the 
Coast  Guard  tonight  was  convinced 
she  was  *'down.  ’ 

NO  DANGER 

The  Mary  Lnckenbach.  with  a 
' smashed  bow.  was  in  no  danger. 
She  had  sailed  this  afternoon  for 
the  East  Coast  with  a general  cargo 
I and  a crew  of  48  AU  were  believed 
safe. 

The  Benevnleoce.  Ued  up  at  Mare 
Island  with  the  reserve  fleet  tince 
the  war,  had  been  pulled  out  only 
recently  for  refltUng  and  war  aerv- 
Ice.  She  made  a test  run  outside 
the  Gste  and  again  today,  the  col- 
lision occurlng  Just  as  she  was 
coming  home. 

The  fog  was  so  Uilck  off  the 
Gate  todsy  that  veaaels  were  in- 
visible si  a distance  of  90  teeU  the 
Coast  Guard  aaid. 

The  Coast  Guard’s  best  informa- 
tion. from  furvlvore,  was  that  the 
Benevolence  rolled  over  on  her  star- 
board side  and  went  down  J5 
muiules  after  the  Mary  Lucken- 
bach lipped  open  her  side. 

SOLE  LIFEBOAT 

Only  one  lifeboat  was  pul  over  the 
side,  but  all  starboard  life  rafu 
were  launched  and  the  hundreds  of 
surTlvon  mausged  to  stay  afloat, 
either  by  swimming  or  on  the  rafts, 
until  rescue  craft  came.  ■ 

The  Coast  Guard  had  U cutter*  at 
the  scene,  along  with  a verltabte 
fleet  of  tugs,  navy  craft  and  fishing 
boa^  all  miUlng  back  and  forth, 
long  into  the  night,  to  save  every 
man  poasible. 

Rescuen  brought  In  four  serloualy 
injured  penuns,  two  on  stertchers 
Moat  of  the  rescued  were  taken  to 
I^etterman  Army  Hospital  or  tht 
Marins  Hospital  In  San  Prandsco. 
Nearly  all  of  them  were  chllkd  and 
shocked  to  some  extent  but  In  no 
danger. 

Tht  tug  8^  Pox.  first  to  reach  the 
colluioo  after  the  Benevolence  aent 
out  an  806  found  the  big  hospiui 
ship  completely  submerged  with 
only  her  davits  showing  above  the 
' water. 

Several  of  her  lifeboats  had 
I floated  free  when  ahe  went  down.

Capi.  Rudolph  Bommer  of  the  Sea 
POX.  aald  the  thick  fog  and  darfcnewi 
hindered  resrue  efforta  It  prob- 
ably will  be  extremely  difficult 
to  compile  en  exact  figure  oo 
casual  ties. 

Port  Mason  reported  three  rescue 
craft  had  docked.  A port  of  emberk- 
atloo  tug  came  in  with  ?•  aboerd. 
another  tug  hed  134  and  a coast 
guard  cutter  had  W more. 

All  of  these  survivore,  loUhr« 
M3,  were  pulled  from  the  water  or 
lekra  off  Ufc  rafts. 

Numsroua  other  craft.  Including  a 
destroyer  were  searchlr^  for  more 
Burnvors  and  some  had  been  brm«lit 
in  by  fishing  boats  and  .other  service 
craft. 

All  sources  blesed  the  eoUbuon  on 
the  thick  fog.  Ships  movlnc  through 
such  fog  depend  oo  rader  and  fog- ' 
home  f«w  warning  agalMt  such  die- ' 
asters  as  UUs.

If  (he  acci- 
dent is  Immediately  reported,  all 
thl*  ran  be  avoided.
